London August %.—(Special,.)—Yet an- 
othe mpter has been opened In the ro- 
mantic story of the oldest and probably 
most remarkable bank In the world, the 
renowned Coutts, which has just absorbed 
another ancient, and also, In its way, 
famous institution, the wealthy 
house of Robarts, Lubbock & Co., of 


which the late Lard Avebury was a mem- 
ber 
In merciless 


the 


former days, before the 
hand of progress (as represented by 
Strand improvement scheme) swept them 
away, the dingy, squat, mysterious look- 
ing premises of Coutts’ bank on the em- 


bankment aside of London's famous artery, 


irresistibly suggested the history of this 
famous house. Today, however, nothing 
could be more modern than the home of 


Coutts’ on the other side of the Strand, 
just below Adelaide street, and the trav- 
eling American to whom its mare name 
means nothing probably passes ita por- 
tals without so much as an Inkling of the 


romantic history of the house, which was 
founded away back in 1602, whose patrons 
since then have included practically all 
the kings and most of the famous men of 
Dngland, and whose wonderful under- 
ground strong rooms are piled high with 
caskets containing the secret documents 
of living and dead celebrities and with the 
unclaimed deposits or hundreds of long 


dead patrons. 
Founded in Eighteenth Century 

It was James Coutts’, one of the sons 
of a lerd provost and banker of Edin- 
burg, who, one day in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, took the coach to London and opened 
a modest banking establishment in the 
Strand, without ever dreaming, in all 
probability, to what an important tree 
his little acorn would grow. In his day 
one ledger sufficed for the names of all 
the bank's clients, from A to Z, albelt 
many of them were distinguished, as shall 
be shown. At that time, tap, the bulid- 
ing'’s windows afforded clear views of the 
green country for miles around; today the 
most one could see from the windows of 
the new Coutts’ would be the other side 
of the street, and perhaps, on a foggy 
day, not even that. The firm's checks, by 


the way, still bear the legend: “At the 
Three Crowns in the Strand, next dooy to 
the Globe Tavern, A. D., 1692." 

It is really to James Coutts’ brother, 
Thomas, who followed his kinsman to 
london and became his partner, that the 
hank owes its brilliant career.

His security was not satisfactory, the loan 
was refused, Thomas listened, saying not 
a word, but after his guest had departed, 


he drove to his lordship's house, arranged 
an interview with him for the following 


morning an@ handed over thirty £1000 
notes in exchange for his I. 0. U. The 
banker's confidence, moreover, was not 
misplaced, for the nobleman became his 


best client and a few weeks later paid 
$1,000,000 inte the bank, 
Was Original in Everything 

He was original in everything, was 
Thomas Coutts, and when he wanted a 
wife. he turned bis back on all the splen- 
did alliances he might have made and 
married his brother's maid-of-all 
fresh from the soap suds. The three 
datghters of this union, however, be- 
came respectively the Countess of Guil- 
ford, the Marchtoness of Bute, and lady 
Mrancis Burdett, and tt was the daugh 
ter of this last marttage and the grand- 
daughter of the pretty buxum hand mai- 
den who became known the world over 
as the philanthropic Baroneas Burdette- 
Coutts. 

Nothing pleased Thomas Coutts het 
ter than some out of the way adventure 
and he loved to court odd experiencers 
by going about, millionafre though he 
wes, In the shabbiest of clothes. One 
day he was walking along the Strand 
with his hands behind his back when 
“ Wealthy passerby, struck his forlorn, 
poverty-stricken appearance, quietly 


slipped a guinea into one of his up- 
turned palms. Coutts, with profuse 
thanks, pocketed the coin, and was 
able to show it the selfsame evening

If only one 
could examine but a third of these 
strange-shaped receptacles, volumes 


surely could be written, 
Coutts’ bank, however, !s by No means 
unique fn having history stored away 


in its strong rooms, There ts Drum- 
mond's for example, near the Admir- 
alty arch, where, at a rough guess, 


probably half the pecrage keeps its ac- 
counts, and which does not condescend, 
like other banks, to publish to the 
world any statement of its deposits. 
Then there is Child's in Fleet street, 
which kept the account of Nell Gwyn, 
and which cherishes among its papers 
the following delightful document:
